| Church- Officers above Presbyrers, is aboliſhed , and that many Miniſters 
bf the Presbyterian perſwaſion, fince the firſt of Fanwary One thouſand fix 
hundred fixty one, have been deprived of rheir Churches, or baniſhed for not 
conforming to Prelacy, and not complying with the courſes of the time. There- 
fore Their Majeſties, with Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliamene, 
Ordain and Appoint, that all theſe Presbyterian Miniſters yer alive, who. were 
thruſt from their Charges ſince the firſt day of Fanuary, One thouſand fix hun-

and immediatly ro enter to the Churches and Manſes, where the Churches are

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the half year immediatly preceeding,betwixt Whitſunday and Vichaelmaſs , De-

liament, called the Articles : And turther Caſs, Annul,and Reſcind the 1# AG&#, 3d

22% UR SOVERAIGN LORD and LADY, the King and Queens 
PIRY Majeſties, and three Eltates of Parliament, conceiving it to be their 
29 J3 bound Duty, after the great Deliverance that God hath lately 
T5 wrought for this Church and Kingdom, in the firſt place co ſettle 
and ſecure therein, the true Proteſtant Religion, according to the 
truth of God's Word, as it hath of a long time been profeſſed within this Land : 
As alſo, the Government of Chriſt's Church within this Nation, agreeable to

ſers either have deſerted, or were removed from Preaching in their Churches, 
preceeding the thirteenth day of April, 1689, And others were deprived for

by the defire or conſent of the Paroch, ſhall continue their poſſeſſion, and have 
right to the Benefices and Stipends, according to their entry in the year, 168g, 
and intime coming, ay and while the Church, as now eſtabliſhed, rake further 
courſe therewith, And to the efte&, the Diſorders that have hapned in this 
Church, may be redreſſed : Their Majeſties with Advice and Conſeat foreſaid, 
Do hereby allow the general Meeting, and Repreſentatives of the foreſaid Preſ- 
byterian Miniſters and Elders, in whoſe hands the exetcile of the Church Go- 
vernment is eſtabliſhed, either by themſelves, or by ſuch Miniſters and Zlders, 
as ſhall be appointed and authorized Vificors by them, according to the cuſtom 
and praRice of Presbyterian Government throughout the whole Kingdom, and (e- 
veral parts thereof, to try and purge our, all inſufficient, negligent, ſcandalons 
and erroneous Miniſters, by due courſe of Eccleſiaſtical Proceſs, and Cenſures; 
and likeways, for redreffing all other Church-diſorders, And further,it is here- 
by provided, that whatſoever Miniſter, being conveened before the ſaid General 


Meeting, and Repreſentatives of the Presbyterian Miniſters and Elders, or the 
Viſicors to be appointed by them, ſhall eicher prove contumacious in not appear- 
ing, or be found guilty, and ſhall be therefore Cenſured, whether by Suſpenſion, 
or Depoſition, they ſhall /pſs Facts be Suſpended from, or Deprived of theirSti- 
pends and Benefices,

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CH AP. II. Of God, and the Holy Trinity. 
ere is but one only, living and true-God : who is infinite in, Beeing aud Perfeftion, a moſt pure Spirit, 
T Inviſible, without body, parts, or paſſions, Immutable, Immente, Eternal, Incomprehenfible, Almigh- 
ty, moſt wiſe, moſt holy, moſt free, abſolute; working all things according to the Counſel of his own 
immutable and moſt righteous Will, for his own glory ; moſt loving, gracious, merciful, long-ſu ffering, a- 
. bundant in Goodneſs and Trurh, forgiving ures wt Tranſgreffion and Sin; the rewarder of them that dili- 
gently ſeek him, and withal moſt juſt and terrible in his Judgments, hating all-fin, and who will by no means 
clear the guilty. 

II. GO D Hit all Life, Glory, Goodneſs, Blefſedneſs, in and of himſelf, and is alone in, and unto him- 
ſelf All-ſufficient, not ſtanding in need of any Creature, which he hath made, nor deriving any glory from 
them, but /only manifeſting his own Glory, in, by, unto, and upon them; He is the alone Fountain of all 
Beeing, of whom, through whom, and to whom are all things, and hath moſt Soveraign Dominion oyer 
them, to do by them, for them, or upon them, whatſoever himſelf pleaſeth. In his fight all things are 0- 
pen and manifeſt, his Knowledge is infinite, infallible, and independent upon the Creature, ſo as nothing is 
to him contingent or uncertain. He 1s moſt holy in all his Counſels, in all his Works, and in all his Com- 
mands. To him is due from Angels and men, and every other Creature, whatſoever Worſhip, Service or 
Obedience he is pleaſed to require of them. 

III. In the Unity of the God-head, there be three Perſons, of one Subſtance, Power, and Eternity; God 
the Father, God the Son, and God the holy Ghoſt. The Father is of none, neither begotten, nor proceed- 
ing : The Son is eternally begotten of the Father : The Holy Ghoſt eternally proceeding from the Father 


and the Son. 


| CHAP. Ill. Of God's Eternal Decree. 
OD from all eternity did by the moſt wiſe and Holy Counſel of his own will, freely and unchangeably or- 
(; dain whatſoever comes to paſs, yet ſo as thereby, neither is God the Author of iin, nor is violence offe- 
ren to the will of the Creatures, nor 1s the Liberty or contingency of ſecond Cauſes taken away, but rather 
eſtabliſhed. . 

11. Although God knows whatſoever may, or can come to paſs uponall ſuppoſed conditions, yet hath he not 
dcecreedany thing, becauſe he foreſaw it asfuture, oras that which would cometo paſs upon ſuch conditions, 

III. By the Decree of God, for the manifeſtation of his Glory, ſome Men and Angels, are predeſtinated 
unto everlaſting lite, and others fore-ordained to everlaſting death. : 

IV. Theſe Angels and Men thus predeſtinated and fore-ordained, are particularly and unchangeably de- 
ſigned, and.their number is fo certain and definite, that it cannot be either increaſed or diminiſhed. 

V. Taoſe of Mankind, that are predeſtinated unto Life, God, before the foundation of the World was 
laid, according to his eternal and immutable purpoſe, and the ſecret Counſel and good Pleaſure of his Will, 
hath choſen in Chriſt unto everlaſting Glory, out of his meer free grace and love, without ary forefight of 
Faith, or good Works, or perſeverance in cither of them, or any other thing in the Creature, as couditi- 
ons, or cauſes moving him thereunto, -and all to the praiſe of his glorious Grace. 

VI. As God hath appointed the Ele& unto glory, fo hath he, by the eternal and moſt free purpoſe of his 
will, fore-ordained all the means thereunto. Wherefore they who are Elettcd, being fallen in Adam, are 
tedeemed/by Chriſt, are effeRually called unto faith in Chriſt, by his Spirit working 1 due ſeaſon, arc Ju- 
ſtified, Adopted, Sanftified, and kept by ,his power taoken faith unto Salvation.

The reſt of mankind 'God was pleaſed, according to the unſearchable counſel of his own Will, where- 
by he extended, or withholdeth mercy, as he pleaſeth, for the glory of his Soveraign Power over his Crea- 
tures,to paſs by and to ordain them to diſhonqur and wrath for their f1n,to the praiſe of his glorious juſtice. 

VIII. The Doftrine of this. high Myſtery of Predeſtination is to be handled with ſpecial prudence and care, 
that men attending the Will of God revealed in his Word, and yielding obedicace thereunto, may: from 
the certainty of their effeftual Vocation, be affured of their eternal Ele&tion. So ſhall this Doftrine afford 


matter of praiſe, reverence, and admiration of God, and of humility, diligence, and abundant conſalation 


to all that fincerely obey the Goſpel.

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nifold temptations, and the corruption of their own hearts, to chaſtiſe them for their former ſins, or to dif- 
cover unto them the hidden ſtrength of Corruption, and deceitfulneſs of their hearts, that they may be hum- 
bled, and to raiſe them to a more cloſs and conſtant dependency for their ſupport upon himſelf, and to make 
them more watchful againſt all future occaſions of fin, and for ſundry other juſt and holy ends. 

VI. As for thoſe wicked and ungodly men, whom God as a righteous Judge for former fins doth blind and 
harden, from them he not only withholdeth this grace, whereby they might have been wnlightned in their un- 
derſtandings, and wrought upon in their hearts, but ſometimes alſo withdraweth the gifts which they had, 
and expoſeth them to ſuch objeRts as their corruption makes occations of fin; and withal gives them over to 
their own Luſts, the temptations of the World, and the power of Satan, whereby 1t comes to paſs that they 
harden themſelves, even under theſe means which God uſeth for the ſoftning of others. 

VII. As the providence of God doth in general reach to all Creatures,fo atter a moſt ſpecial manner, it ta 
keth care of his Church, and diſpoſeth all things to the good thereof. 


CHAP. VI. Of the Fall of Man, of Sin, and of the puniſhment thereof, 
Ur firſt Parents being ſeduced by the Subtilty and Temptation of Satan, ſinned in eating the forbidden 
fruit. This their fin God was pleaſed according to his wiſe and holy counſel to permit, having purpo- 
ſed to order it to his own gory. 
IT. By this fin they fell from their orizinal righteouſneſs and communion with God, and became dead in 
ſin, and wholly defiled in all the faculties and parts of ſoul and body, 
HI. They being the root of all mankind, the guilt of this fin was imputed, and the ſame death in fin and 
corrupted nature, conveyed to all their poſterity, deſcending from them by ardinary generation; 
IV. From this original corruption, whereby we are utterly indiſpoſed, diſabled, and made oppoſite to all 
good, and wholly inclined to all evil, do proceed all aftual tranſgrefſions. | 
V. This corruption of nature,during this life, doth remain in thoſe that are regenerated; and although it be 
through Chriſt pardoned and mortified,yet both it ſelf,and all the motions thereot are truly and properly fin. 
VI. Every fin, both Original and Aual, being a tranſgreſſion ot the righteous-Law of God, and contra 
thercunto, doth in its own nature bring guilt upon the ſinner, whereby he 1s bound over to the wrath of God, 
and curſe of the Law, and ſo made ſubject to death, withall miſeries, ſpiritual, temporal, and eternal. 


CHAP, VII. Of God's Covenant with Man, | 
He diſtance between God and the creature is ſo great, that although reaſonable creatures do owe obedi- 
ence unto him as their Creator, yet they could never have any fruition of him, as their bleflednefs and 
reward, but by ſome voluntary condeſcenfion on Gods part, which he hath been pleaſed to expreſs by way 
of Covenant. 

IT. The firſt Covenant made with Man, was a Covenant of Works, wherein Life was promiſed ts Adam, 
and in him to his poſterity, upon condition of perfe& and perſonal obedience. 

IH]. Man by his Fall having made himſelf uncapable of Life by that Covenant, the Lord was pleaſed to 
make a ſecond, commonly called the Covenant of Grace : Wherein he freely offers unto finners Life and Sal- 
vation by Jeſus Chriſt, requiring of them Faith in him, that they may be ſaved; and promiſing to give un- 
to all thoſe that are ordained unto Life his holy Spirit, to make them willing and able to believe. 

IV. This Covenant of Grace is frequently ſet forthin the Scripture, by the nameof a Teſtament, in re- 
ference to the death of Jeſus Chriſt the Teſtator, and to the everlaſting igheritance, with all things belon- 
ging to it, therein bequeathed. ne | 

V. This Covenant was differently adminiſtred in the time of the Law, and in the time of the Goſpel ; 
Under the Law, it was adminiſtred by Promiſes, Propheties, Sacrifices, Circumcifion, the Paſchal Lamb, 
and other Types and Ordinances, delivered to the people 'of the Fews, all fore-fignifying Chriſt to comc, 
which were for that time fufficieat and efficacious through the operation of the Spirit, to 1nſtruCt and build. 
up the Ele& in Faith in the promiſed Meſiah, by whom they had fall remiſſion of Sins, and eternal Salya-. 
tion: aud is called, the old Teftament. | 

VI. Under the Goſpel, when Chriſt the ſubſtance, was exhibited, the Ordinances in which this Covenant 
is diſpenſed, are the preaching of the-Word, and the adminiſtration of the Sacraments of Baptiſm, ard 
the Lord's Supper, which though fewer in number, and adminiſtred with more fimplicity, and lels outward 

loryz yet in them it is held forth in more fulneſs, evidence, and ſpiritual efficacy, to all nations, both 
þ 2a and Gentiles, and is called the New Teſtament. There are not therefore two Covenants of Grace, diffe- 
ring in ſubſtaace, but one and the ſame, under various diſpenſations.

Man in his ſtate of innocency, had freedom, and power, to will, and to do that which was good, and 
well-pleafing to God, but yet mutably, fo that he might fall from it. 

HI. Man by his fall into a ſtate of fin, hath wholly loſt all ability of will to any ſpiritual good accompanying 
Salvation : ſo as, a natural man, being altogether averſe from that good, and dead in fin, is not able by his 
own ſtre:igth, to convert himſelf, or to prepare himſelf thereunto. | 

« TV. When God converts a ſinner, and tranſlates him into the ſtate of grace; he freeth him from his natu- 
ral Bondage under fin : and by his grace alone, enables him freely to will, and ta do that which is ſpiritually 
good ; yet ſo, as that by reaſon of his remainiug Corruption, he doth not perfeftly, nor only, will that which 
15 good, but doth alſo will that which 1s evil. | | 
/ 'V. The will of man is made perfettly, and immutably free to good alone, in the ſtate of Glory only, 

ks CHAP. X. Of Effefual Calling. 

A LL thoſe whom God hath predeſtinated unto life, and thoſe only, he is pleaſed in his appointed and 

accepted time, cffectually to Call, by his Word and Spirit, out of that ſtate of fin and death, in which 
they are by nature, to grace and ſalvation by Jeſus Chriſt, inlightning their minds, ſpiritually and ſavingly 
to underſtand the things of God : taking away their heart of ſtone, and giving unto them an heart of fleth, 
renewing their wills, and by his Almighty power,determining them to that which is good, and etreually draws 
ing them to Jeſus Chriſt; yet ſo as they come maſt freely, being made willing by his grace. 

IT, .This Effeual Call is of Gods free, and ſpecial grace alone, /not from any thing at all foreſeen in man, 
who is altogether paſſive therein, unti being quickned and renewed by the Holy Spirit, he is thereby enabled 
to anfwer this Call, and to embrace the grace offercd, and conveyed ia it. 

IIL Elect Iofauts dying in infancy, are Regenerated, and faved by Chriſt, through the Spirit, who wor» 
keth when, and where, and how he pleaſeth : So alſo are all other cleft perſons who are uncapable of being 
outwardly called by the Miniſtry of the Word. 

* IV. Others, not cle&ed, although they may be called by the Miniſtry of the Word, -and may have ſome 
conimon operations of the Spirit, yet they never truly come unto. Chriſt, and therefore cannot be ſaved: 
much'lefs can men not profeſſing the Chriſtian Religion, be ſaved in. any other way whatſoever, be they 
never ſo diligent to frame their lives according to the Light of Nature, and the Law of that Religion they 
do profeſs. And to affert and maintain, that they may, is very pernicious, and to be deteſied. 

| CHAP. XI. Of Jullifcation. 

You whom God effeftually calleth, he alſo freely juſtifieth,not by infuſing righteouſneſs into them, but 
by pardoning - their fins, and by accounting and accepting their perſons as righteou: ; not for an 
thing wrought in them, or done by them, but for Chriſts ſake alone 3 nor by Imputing Faith rt ſelf, the A 
of believing, or any other Evangelical Obedience to them, as their Rightcouſnefs 3 but'by imputing the. O- 
bedience aud Satisfaftion of Chriſt unto them, they receivin and reſting on him, and his Righteouſneſs by 
Faith, which Faith they have not of theraſelves, it is the gift of God. JD bets >! 

* II. Faith thus receiving and reſting on Chriſt and his righteouſneſs, is the alone ioſtrument of Juſtificati- 
on, Yet it is not alone in the perſon juſtified, but It is ever accompanied with all other ſaving graces, and is 
no dead-Faith, but worketh by Love. iF5 | | | | ;

and chaſtned by him, as by a Father, yet never caſt off, but fealed to the day of Redemption, and inherit 
the Promiſes, as heirs of everlaſting Salvation. 


CHAP. XIII. Of Sandification. 

Hey who are effeQually called and regenerated, having a new heart, and a new ſpirit created in them, 
T are furrher ſanRified, really and perſonally, through the vertue of Chriſt's Death and ReſurreRion, by 
his Word and Spirit dwelling in them : the dominion of the whole body of fin is deſtroyed, and the ſeve- 
ral luſts thereyf are more and more weakened and mortified : and they more and more quickned, and ſtrength- 
ned in all ſaving Graces, to the praftice of true holineſs, without which no man ſhall ſee the Lord. 

IL. This SanRification is throughout,in the whole man,yet imperfeCtin this lIife,there abideth ſtill ſome rem- 
pants of corruption in every part ; whence ariſcth a continual, and irreconcilable War ; the tleſh luſting a- 
gainſt the Spirit, and the Spirit againſt the {leſh. | HO | 

ILL. In which War, although the remaining Corruption, for a time, may much prevail, yet through the 
continual ſupply of ſtrength from the ſan&ifying Spirit of Chriſt, the Regenerat part doth overcome, and 
ſo the Saints grow in grace, perfefting holineſs 1n the fear of God, 


CHAP. XIV. Of Saving Faith. 
He Grace of Faith, whereby the Elet are enabled to believe, to the ſaving of their Souls, is the Work 
of the Spirit of Chriſt in their hearts, and 1s ordinarly wrought by the Miniſtry of the Word, by which 
alſo, and by the Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and Prayer, it is increaſed and ſtrengthned. 

II. By this Faith, a Chriſtian believeth to be true, whatſoever is revealed in his Ward, from the Autho- 
rity of 50d himſelf, ſpeaking therein, and atteth differently upon that-which each particular paſſage there- 
of containeth ; yielding obedience to the Commands, trembling at the threatnings, and imbracing the Pro- 
miſes of God for tiiis life, and that which.1s to come.. But the principal adts of Saving Faith are, Accepting, 
Receiving, aud Reſting upon Chriſt alone, for Juſtification, Sandtification, and Eternal Life, by vertue of 
the Covenant of Grace. 

ILL. This Faith is different in degrees, weak or ſtrong, may be often and many ways aſſailed, and weak- 


ned, but gets the victory ; growing up in many to the attainment of a full aſſurance through Chriſt, who is 
both the Author and Finither of our Faith, 


CHAP. XV. Of Repentance unto Life, 
Epentance unto Life, is an Evangelical Grace, the Dotrine whereof is to be Preached by every Miniſter 
R of the Goſpel, as well as that of Faith in Chriſt, 

II. By it, a tianer out of the iight and ſente, not only of the danger, but alſo of the filthinefs and odi- 
ouſneſs of his Sins, as contrary to the holy Nature, and righteous Law of God z and, upon the apprehenſion 
of his mercy in Chriſt to ſuch as are penitent, ſo grieves tor, .and hates his ſins, as to turn from them all 
unto God, purpoſing and endeavouring to walk with him, and in all the ways of his Commandments. 

I11, Although Repentance be not to be reſted on as any fatisfation for fin, or any cauſe of the pardon 
thereof, waick 1s the a& of Gods free grace in Chriſt, yet it is of ſuch neceſſity to all fogers: that none may 
expe pardon without it. 


LV. As there is no fin ſo ſmall, but it deſerves damnation; ſo there is no ſin fo great, that it can bring 
damnation upon thoſe who truly repent. 


V. Men ought not to content themſelves with a general repentance, but it is every mans duty to cndea- 
your to repent of-his particular fins, particularly. 

V I. As every man 15 bound to make privat confeſfion of his fins to God, praying for the pardon thereof : 
upon which, ant the forſaking of them, he ſhall cd mercy, ſo he that ſcandalizeth his Brother, or the 
Church of Chriit, ought to be willing by a privat or publick confeſſion, and ſorrow for his fins, to declare his 
Repentance to taoſe that are offended, who are thereupon to be reconciled to him, and in love to receive him. 


CHAP. XVI Of God Works. | 

1 OOD Works are only ſuch as God hath commanded in his Holy Word, and not ſuch as without the 
(; warrant thereof, are deviſed by men, out of blind Zeal, or upon any pretence of 200d intention. 
II. Theſe good works done in obedience to God's Commandments, are the fruits and evidences of a true 
and lively faith, and by them Believers manifeſt their thankfulneſs, ſtrengthen their aſſurance, edific their 
brethren, adorn the profetſion' of the. Goſpel, ſtop the mouths of -the adverſaries, and glorite God, whoſe 
workmanihip they are, created in Chriſt Jeſus thereunto, that having their fruit unto holineſs, they may 


have in the end, eternal life. 


III. Their ability to do good works, 1s not at all of themſelyes, but wholly from the Spirit of Chriſt. 
And that they may be enabled thereunto, beſides the graces they have already received, there is required an 
attual influence of the ſame holy Spirit to work 1n them to will and to do, of his good pleaſure, yet are they 
not hereupon to grow negligent, as if they were not bound to perform any duty, unleſs upon a ſpecial mo- 
tion of the Spirit z but they ought to be diligent in ſtirring up the grace of God that is in them. 

I V, They who in their obedience, attain to the greateſt height, which is poſſible in this life, is ſo far from 
being able to ſupererogate, and to do more than God requires, as that they fall ſhort of much which in duty 
they are bound to do. / 


V. We cannot by our beſt works merit pardon of ſin, or eternal life at the hand of God, by reaſon of the 
the great diſproportion thatis between themand the Glory to come,and the infinite diſtance that is between us 
and God, whom by them, we can neither profit, nor ſatisfie, for the debt of 'our former fins, but when we 
have done all we can, we havedone but our duty, and are unprofitable ſervants; and becauſe they are good, 


they proceed from his Spirit, and as they are wrought by us, they are defiled, and mixed with ſo much weak- 
nels and imperfe@ion, that they cannot endure the ſeverity of Gods Judgment. 


VI. Yet notwithſtanding, the Perſons of Believers being accepted through Chriſt; their good works alſ 
are accepted in him, not as though they were in this life wholly unblameable and unreprovable in God's fight : 
but that he looking upon them in his Son, is pleafed to accept, and reward that which is ſincere, although 
accompanied with many weakneſſes and imperfections. | | 

VIL. Works done by unregenerate men, although, for the matter of them, they may be things which 
God commands, and of good uſe both to themſelves, and others : yet, becauſe they proceed not from an 
heart purified by faith: nor are done in a right manner, according to the Word, nor to a right end,the glo- 


ry of God, they are therefore fioful, and cannot- pleaſe God, or make a man meet to receive grace from God, 
aud yet their negleR of them is more finful, and diſpleaſing unto God. CHAP. 
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CHAP. XVIL Of the Perſeverance of the Saints. 
Hey, whom God hath accepted in his Beloved, effeCtually called, and ſanRified by his Spirit, can nei- 
ther totally, nor finally, fall away from the ſtate of Grace, but ſhall certainly perſevere there- 

in to the end, and be cternally ſaved. 

Il. This perſeverance of the Saints depends not upon their own free-will, but upon the immutability 
of the Decree of Ele&ion, flowing from the free and unchangeable love of God the Father, upon the eth- 
cacy of the merit and interceſſion of Jeſus Chriſt, the abiding of the Spirit, and of the feed of God 
within them, and the nature of the Covenant of Grace, from all which, arifeth alſo the certainty, and 
infallibility thereof. 

TH. Nevertheleſs, they may, through the temptations of Satan, and of the World, the prevalency of 
corruption remaining in- them, and the negle@of the means of their preſervation, fall into grievous fins: 
and for a time, continue therein ; whereby they incur God's diſpleafure, and zrieve his Holy Spirit, come 
to be deprivedof ſome meaſure of their graces and comforts, have therr hearts hardned, aud thetr conſcicnces 
wounded, hurt, and ſcandalize others, and bring temporal judgments upon themſelves. 


CH A P. XYHL Of the aſſurance of Grace and Siluation. 
A Lthough Hypocrites and other unregenerat men may vamly deceive themſelves with falſe hopes, and 
carnal preſumptions of being in the favour of God, and eftate of Salvation : which hope of theirs 
ſhall periſh : yet ſuch as truly believe in the Lord Jeſus, and love him im tmcerity, endeavouring to walk 
in all good Conſcience before him, may in this life, be certainly affured, that they are in the ſtate of Grace, 
and may rejoyce in the hope of the glory of God, which hope ſhall never make them aſhamed. 

IH. This certainty is not a bare conjeQural and probable perſwaſion, grounded upon a fallible hope, 
but 'an infallible ar” nds of ſaith, founded upon the divine truth of the promiſes of Salvation, the in- 
ward evidence of thoſe graces unto which theſe promifes are made, the teftimony uf the Spirit of A- 
doption, witnefſing with our Spirits, that we are the Children of God : Which Spirit is the earneſt of 
our inheritance, whereby we are ſealed to the day of Redemption. 

HI. This infallible affurance, doth not ſo belong to the effence of Faith, but that a true Believer may wait 
long, and contl1& with many difficulties, before he be partaker of it : yet being enabled by the Spirit to 
know the things which are freely given him of God, he may without extraordinary revelation, in the 
right uſe of ordinary means attain thereunto. And therefore it 1s the duty of every one, to give all dili- 
gence to make his Calling and EleQion ſure, that thereby his heart may be enlarged in peace and joy 
1n the Holy Ghoſt, in love and thankfulneſs ro God, and in ſtrength and cheerfulnefs in the dutics of obe« 
dience, the proper fruits of this aſſurance : ſo far is it from inclining men to looſneſs, 

IV. True Believers may have the affurance of their Salvation divers ways ſhaken, diminiſhed, and inter- 
mitted, as by negligence in preſerving of it, by falling into ſome ſpecial fin, which woundeth the Confſci- 
ence, and grieveth Spirit, by ſome ſudden, or vchement temptation, by God's withdrawing the light 
of his countenance, and ſuffering even ſuch as fear him to walk in darkneſs, and to have no light : yet 
are they never utterly deſtitute of that ſeed of God, and life of Faith, that love of Chriſt and the Bre- 
thren, that ſincerity of heart, and conſcience of duty, out ot which, by the operation of the Spirit, 
this aſſurance may, in due time, be revived, and by the which, in the mean time, they are ſupported 
from utter deſpair. 


CHAP, XIX. Of the Law of God. 
(G2 O D gave to Adam a Law, as a Covenant of Works, by which he bound him, and alt his Poſterity, 
to perſonal, entire, exaft, and rpeines obedience : promiſed life upon the fulfilling, and threatned 
death upon the breach of it : and endued him with power and ability to keepit. | 

II. This Law, after his fall, continued to be a perfe& rule of righteoufnefs, and as ſuch was delivered 
by God upon Mount Sinai, in Ten Commandments, and written in two Tables : the four firſt Command- 
ments containing our duty towards God, and the other fix, our duty to man. : 

III. Befide this Law, commonly called Moral, God was pleaſed to give the people of Hrael, as a Church 
under age, Ceremonial Laws, containing ſeveral typical Ordinances, partly of Worſhip, prefiguring Chriſt, 
his graces, ations, ſuffering, and benefits 3 and partly, holding forth divers inftruftions of Moral Dutics 
All which Ceremonial Laws are now abrogated under the New Teſtament. 

IV. To them alſo as a body politick, he gave ſundry Judicial Laws, which expired together with the 
ſtate of that people, not obliging any other now, further than the general equity thereof may require. 

V. The Moral Law doth for ever bind all, as well juſtified perſons as others, ro the obedience thereof, 
and that, not only in regard of the matter contained in it, but alſo in reſpect of the Authority of God the 
Creator, who gave it 3 neither doth Chriſt in the Goſpel, any way difliolve, but much ſtrengthen this 6- 
blig:ition. 

J1 Although true Believers be not under the Law, as a Covenant of Works, to be thereby juſtified, or 
condemned, yet it is of great uſe to them, as well as to others, in that, as a rule of Life, informing 
them of the will of God, and their duty ; 1t dire&ts, and binds chem to walk accordingly ; diſcovering alſo 
the ſinful pollutions of their nature, hearts and lives : fo as, examining themſelves thereby, they may come 
to further conviction of, humiliation for, and hatred againſt fin, together with a clearer fizht of the need 
they have of Chrift, and the perfe&tion of his obedience. It 1s likewife of uſe to the regenerate, to reſtrai:; 
their corruptions, in that it forbids fin : and the threatnings of 1t ſerve to ſhew, what even their fins 
deſerve ; and what afflictions, in this life, they may except for them, although freed from the curſe there- 
of threatned in the Law. The promiſes of it in like manner, ſhew them God's approbation of obedience, 
and what bleſſings they may expe& upon the performance thereof, although, not as due to them by the 
Law, as a Covenant of works. So as a mans doing good, and refraining trom evil, becauſe. the Law en- 
courageth to the one, and deterreth from the other, 1s no evidence of his being under the Law, and not 
under Grace. 

VII. Neither are the fore-mentioned Uſes of the Law, contrary to the grace of the Goſpel, but do 
ſweetly comply with it, the Spirit of Chriſt ſubduing and” enabling the will of man, to do that freely, and 
cheerfully, which the will of God revealed in' the Law, requireth to be done. 

CHAP. 'XX. Y. Chriſtian Liberty, and Liberty of Conſcrence. 
He Liberty which Chriſt hath purchaſed for Believers, under the Goſpel, coniiſts in their freedom 
Þ: from the guilt of fin, the condemning wrath of God, the curſe of the Moral Law ; aid tn their being 


delivercd from this preſent evil World, bondage to Satan, and Lominion of fir, from the evil of atfiictions, 
tne 
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the ſting of death, the vitory of the grave, and TY damnation ; as alfo, in their free acceſs to 
God, and their yielding obedience unto him,. not out of {laviſh fear, but a child-like love, and willing 
mind. All which, were common alſo to Believers under the Law. But under the New Teſtament, the 
Liberty of Chriſtians is further enlarged, in their freedom from. the yoke of the Ceremonial Law, to 
which the Jewiſh Church was ſubjeted : and in. greater boldneſs of acceſs to the Throne of Grace, and 
= fuller communication of the free Spirit of God, than Believers, under the Law, did ordinarly partake 
of. 

IT. God alone is Lord of the Conſcience, and hath left it free from the Dofines and Commandments of 
men, which are in any thing contrary to his Word,, or beſide it, in matters of Faith, or Worſhip. Sv 
that, to believe ſuch Dodrines, or to obey ſuch Commands, out of Conſcience, - is to betray true li« 
berty of Conſcience, and the requiring of an implicite faith, and an. abſolute and blind obedience, is ta 
deſtroy liberty of Conſcience, and Reaſon alſo. 

NI. They, who, upon pretence of Chriſtian Liberty, do praiſe any fin, or cheriſh any luſt, dv there- 
by deſtroy the end of Chriſtian Liberty, which is, that being delivered out of the hands of our Enemies, 
we might ſerve the Lord without fear, in holineſs and righteouſneſs before him, all the days of our life. 

IV. And becauſe, the Powers which God hath Ordained, and the Liberty which. Chriſt hath, purchaſed, 
are not intended by God, to deſtroy, but mutually to uphold ane preſerve. one another, they who uyon 
pretence of Chriftian Liberty, ſhall oppoſe any lawful Power, ar the lawful excrciſe of it; whether it be 
Civil or Ecclefiaſtical, refiſt the Ordinance of God. And for their publiſhing of ſuch Opinions, on main- 
tatwing of ſuch Prafices, as are contrary to. the light of Nature, or to. the known Principles of Chyiſti- 
ancy, whether concerning Faith, Worſhip, or Converfation, to the Power of Godline(s ;. or, fuch errone- 
ous Opinions or Prattices, as. cither in their own. nature, or in the manner of publiſhing or maintaining 
them, are deftruive to the external Peace and Order which Chrift hath eſtabliſhed in the Church, they 
may lawfully be called to account, and proceeded againſt by the Cenfuves of the Church, and by the-pawer 
of the Civil Magiſtrat. 


h CHAP. XXL. Of Religious Waſhin, and the Sabbath-day. , 
Y Ho light of Nature fheweth, that there 15 a GOD th Lordſhip, and Sovertignty over all, is 

good, and doth good unto all; and 15s therefore to be feared, loved, praifed, called upon, truſted in, 
and ſerved, with all the heart, and with all the ſoul, and with.all the might, But theacceptable way of 
worſhipping the true God, is inſticuted by himſelf, and: {a Imuted by his owy reveated Will, that he may 
not be need according to the imaginations and devices of men, or the ſuggeſtions of Satan, under 
any Vilible repreſentation, or any other way not preſcribed in the. holy Scripture. 

IL. Religious Workhip is to be given to God the Father, Son, aud of " Shaft ; atid to him alone, not 
to Angel, Saints, or any other cxcature : and fince the Fall, nat without a Mediator, not in the meditz- 
tion of auy other, but of Chriſt alone. * | 

III. Prayer, with Thankſgiving, being oue ſpecial part of Religious worſhip, is by God required of all 
meu 3 and that it may be accepted, it is. to be made in-the Name of the Sn, by the help of his Spirit, 
accardiug to his Will, with underſtanding,” reverence, humlityy” fervency, faith, love aid perſeveraace 
and 1t vocal, in a knowa tongue. # | . 
* TV. Prayer is to be made for things awful, and for all ſorts of men living, or that ſhall live hereafter; 
but not for the dead, nor for thoſe of whom it may be known, that they have finned the fin unto death. . 

V. The reading of the Scriptures with godly fear, the found preaching, and confcionable hearing of the 
Word in obedience unto God, with Underftanding, Faith, and Reverence,. ſmging Pfalms with grace in 
the hcart; as alfo, the due adminiſtration, and worthy receiving of the Sacraments inſtituted by Chriſt, 
are all parts of the ordinary Religious Worſhip of God. : Beſide Religious Oaths, Vows, Solemn Faſtings, 
and ſhaniſgivings upon fpecial occaſions 3 which are in their ſeveral times and feaſons to be uſed, in an 
holy ard religious manner. 

YI. Neither Prayer, nor any other part of Religious Worſhip, is now under the Goſpel, either tyed un« 
to, or made more acceptable by any place, in which it is performed, or towards which it 1s direQed; but 
Gut is to be worſhipped every where, in Spirit and in Truth, as in private families, daily, and in ſecret, 
cac:: one by. hinafelf, fo more ſolemnly, in the publick Aﬀemblies, which are not carclefly or wilfully to be 
negtecd, or forfaken when God by his Word or Providence ealleth thereunto. | 

V1I. As it is of the Law of Nature, that in general, a due proportion of time be ſect a-part for the 
Worihip of God 3 ſo, in his Word, by a pofitive, Moral, and pe ww Commandment, binding all men, 
1.. all ages, he hath particularly appointed One day in Seven, for a Sabbath to be kept holy unto him, which 
from the beginning of theWorld, to the ReſurreRion of Chriſt, was the laft day of the Week 3 and from 
tie ReſurreQion of Chriſt, was changed into the firſt day of the Week, which, in Scripture, 1s called 
the LORD'S Day, and is 'to be continued to the end of the World, as the Chrijliaa Sabbath. 

VIIL. This Sabbath is then kept holy unto the Lord, when men after a due preparation ot their hearts, 
and ordering of their common affairs before-hand, do not only obſerve a holy Reſt, all the Oy from 
their own works, words and thoughts about their worldly 1imployments, and recreations, but alfo arc 
taken up the whole time, in the publick aud privat Exerciſes of his Worſhip, and in the duties of ne- 
cellity, and mercy. 


CHAP. XXII. Of Lawful Oaths and Vows. 
A Lawful Oath is a part of Religious Worſhip, wherein upon juſt occaſion, the perſon fweartng, folemn- 
ly calleth God to Witneſs what he afferteth, or promiſeth ; and to judge him according to the truth, 
or falſhood of what he ſweareth. | 

IT. The Name of God only, is that by which men ought to ſwear ; and therein it is to be uſed with all 
holy fear and reverence : Therefore, to ſwear vainly or raſhly, by that glorious and dreadful Name; or, tv 
ſwear at all, by any other thing, is finful, and to be abhorred : Yet, as 1n matterss of weight and moment, 
an Oath is warranted by the Word of God under the New Teſtament, as well as under the Old ; fo a law: 
ful Oath, being impoſed by lawful Authority, in ſuch matters ought to be taken. 

ITI. Whoſoever taketh an Oath, ought duely to confider the weightineſs of fo ſolemn an a, and therc- 
in to avouch nothing, but what he is fully perſwaded is the truth. Neither may any man bind himtelt by 
Oath to any thing, but what is good and juſt, and what he believeth ſo to be, and what he is able and rcfſol- 
ved to perform: Yet itis a fin to refuſe an Oath, touching any thing that is good and juſt, being impoſed 
by lawkal Authority. = Rs: 
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IV. An Oath js to be taken in the plain and Common ſenſe of the words, without Equivocation, or Men- 
tal Reſervation, it cannot oblige to fin : but in any pang not ſinful, being taken, it binds to performance, 
although to a mans own hurt, nor 1s it to be violated, although made to Hereticks, or Infidels. 

V. A Vow is of the like nature with a Promiffory Oath, and ought to be made with the like religious care, 
and to be performed with the like faithfulneſs. 8+: 

VI. It is not to be made to any Creature, but to God alone, and that it may be accepted, it is to be made 
voluntarly, out of Faith, and Conſcience to ray in way of thankfulueſs for mercy received, or for the ob- 
taining of what we want: whereby we more ſtri&tly bind our ſelyes to neceſſary duties, or to other things, fo 
far, and ſolong as they may fitly conduce thereunto. 

V II. No man may vow to do any thing forbidden in the Word of God,ar what would hinder any duty there- 
in commanded ; or-which is not in his power, and for the performance whereof he hath no promiſe of ability 
from God ; In which reſpe&s, Popiſh Monaſtical Vows of perpetual ſingle life, profefſed Poyerty,and regular 
obedience, are ſo far from being degrees of higher perte&ion, that they are ſuperſtitious and ſinful ſnares, in 
which no Chriſtian may intangle himſelf. 

CHAP. XXIIIL Of the Cruil Magiſtrat. 
OD the Supream Lord and King of all the World, hath ordained Civil Magiſtrats, to be under him over 
G the people, for his own Glory, and the publick good : and to this end hath armed them with the power 
of the Sword, for the defence and Encouragement of them that are good,and for the puniſhment of evil doers. 

IL. It is lawful for Chriſtians to accept and execute the Office of a Magiſtrat, when called thereunto : In 
the managing whereof, as they ought ; wes og maintain Piety, Juſtice and Peace, according to the whol- 
ſome Laws of each Cominon-wealth : fo for that end they may lawfully under the New Teſtafhent wage War, 
upon juſt and neceſſary occaſions. IN as 

ITE. The Civil Magiſtrat may not aſſume to himſelf the adminiſtration of the Word and Sacraments, or 
the power of the Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven, yet he hath Authority, and it is his duty, to take order, 
that Unity and Peace be preſerved in the Church, that the truth of God be kept pure and intire, that all 
Blaſphemies, and Herefies be ſuppreſſed, all corruptions and abuſes in Worſhip and Diſcipline prevented or 
reformed: and all the Ordinances of God duely ſettled, adminiſtred and obſerved ; for the better cffefing 
whereof, he hath power to call Synods, to be preſent at them, and to provide that whatſoever is tranſaRed in 
them, be according to the mind of God. Miſh 

IV. It is the duty of People to pray for Magiſtrates, to honour their Perſons, to pay them Tribute and o- 
ther Dues, to obey their lawful commands, and to be ſubjeR to their Authority, for conſcience ſake, Infide- 
lity, or ditference in Religion doth not make yoid the NEE juſt and legal Authority, nor free the Peo- 
ple from their due obedience to him: from which Ecclcfiaſtical perſ2ns are not exempted, much leſs hath 
the Pope any power or juriſdifion oyer them, in their dominions, or over any of their people ; and leaſt of 
all to deprive them of their dominions, or lives, if he ſhall judge them to be Hereticks, or upon any other 
pretence whatſoever. | | | 
CHAP. XXIV. Of Marriage and Divorce. 


Ms is between one Man and: ane Woman : neigher 1s it lawful for any Man to have more than 
one Wife, nor for any Woman to have more than one Husband at the ſame time. 


II. many was ordained for the mutual help of Husband and Wife, for the increaſe of Mankind with 2 


legittimat Ifſue, and of the Church with an holy ſeed, and for preventing of uncleanneſs. 
- TIL. It is lawful for all ſorts of people to marry, who are able with judgment to give their conſent, Yet 
it is the duty of Chriſtians to marry only in the Lord. And therefore ſuch as profeſs the true reformed Re- 
ligion, ſhould not marry with Infidels, Papiſts, or other Idolaters: Neither ſhould ſuch as are godly be une- 
qually yoked, by marrying with ſuch as are notoriouſly wicked 1n their life, or maintain dane Herefies. 

. TV. Marriage ought not to be within the degrees of Confanguinity, or Afﬀinity forbidden in the Word : 
Nor can ſuch inceſtuous Marriages ever be made lawful by any Law of Man, or conſent of Parties, fo as thoſe 
Perſons may live together as Man and Wife, The Man may not marry any of his Wifes kindred nearer in 
blood,than he may of his own;z nor,the Woman of her Husbands kindred,nearer in blood,than of her own. 

V. Adultery or fornication committed after a Contratt, being detetted before Marriage, giveth juſt occa- 
fion to the innocent Party to diflolye that Contrat. In the Cale of Adultery after Marriage, it is lawful for 
the innocent Party. to ſue out a Divorce; and after the Diyorce, to marry another, as if the offending Par- 
ty were dead. 

VI. Although the corruption of Man be ſuch as is apt to ſtudy Arguments, unduely to put aſunder thoſe 
whom God hath joyned together in Marriage 3 yet, nothing but Adultery, or tuch wiltul defertion, as can no 
way be remedied by the Church, or Civil Magiſtrat, is cauſe ſufficient of diffolving the Bond of Marriage, 
wherein a publick and orderly courſe of proceeding is to be obſerved; And the perſons concerned in it, not 


left to their own wills, in their own caſe. 


CHAP. XXV. Of the Church. 
T He Catholick or Univerſal Church, which is inviſible, confiſts of the whole number of the Ele&, that have 
been, are, or ſhall be gathered into one, under Chriſt the Head thereof, and is the Spouſe, the Body, 
the fulneſs of him that filleth all in all. 

II. The viſible Church, which is alſo Catholick or Univerſal, under the Goſpel, ( not confined to one Na. 
tion, .as before under the Law ) conſiſts of all thoſe throughout the World, that profeſs the true Religion; 
together with her Children : and is the Kingdom of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Houle and Family of Gad , 
out of which there is no ordinary poſſibility of Salvation. 

I1I. Unto this Catholick Viſible Church, Chriſt hath given the Miniſtry, Oracles, and Ordinances of God, 
for the gathering; aud perfe&ting of the Saints in this life, to the end of the World, and doth by his 
own preſence and Spirit, according to his promiſe, make them effettual thereunto. 

IV. This Catholick Church hath been ſometimes more,ſfometimes leſs viſible: and particular Churches, which 
are Members thereof, are more or leſs pure, according as the Dottrine of the Goſpel is taught and imbraced, 
Ordinances adminiſtred, and publick Worſhip performed more or leſs purely in them. 

V. The pureſt Churches under Heaven are fubje& both to mixture and error, and ſome have ſo degene- 
rated, as to become no Churches of Chriſt, but Synagogues of Satan, Nevertheleſs, there ſhall be always a 
Church on Earth, to Worthip God according to his will. 


VI. There is no other Head of the Church, but the Lord Jeſus Chriſt : Nor can the Pope of Rome, in 
. | any 
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any ſenſe be Head thereof: but is that Antichriſt, that Man of Sin, and Son of Perdition, that exalteth hims 
ſelf, in the Church againſt Chriſt, and all that is called God. 


| CHAP. XXVL Of the Comminion of Saints; | | 

LL Saints, that are united to Jeſus Chriſt their Head, by his Spirit, and by Faith, have fellowſhip 

with him _in his graces, ſufferings, death, reſurretion, and glory - And being united to one another 

in loye, they haye communion in each others gifts and graces, and are obliged to the performance of ſuch 
duties, pubfick and privat, as do conduce to their mutual good, both 1n the inward and outward man. 

LI. Saints, by profeſſion are bound to maintain an holy tellowthip and communion in the worſhip of God ; 
and in perforfning ſuch other ſpiritual ſervices,as tend to their mutual edification 3 as alſo, in relieving each 
other, in outwatd things;,according to their ſeveral abilities and necefſittes; which Communion,as God offe- 
reth opportunity. is to be extended to all thoſe,” who in every place call upon the Name of the Lord Jeſus. 

I11. This Communion which the Saints haye with Chrift, doth not make them in any wiſe, partakers of 
the ſubſtance'&f his God-head,” or to be equal with Chriſt in any reſpett : erther of which to affirm, is-im= 
pious and blaſphemous : Nor doth their Communion one with another, as Saints, take away, or infringe 
the Title, or Propriety which-each man hath in his Goods and Pofleſfions. 1 


CHAP. XXVII. . Of the Sacraments. | = | 
Acraments are holy Signs and Seals of the Covenant of Grace, immediatly inſtituted by God, to repreſent 
G Chriſt, and his Benefitsz and to confirm our intereſt in him; as alſo, to put a vifible difference betweers 
thoſe that belong unto the Chutch, and the reſt'of the World; 'arid ſolemnly to'engage them'to the Service 
of God in Chriſt, according to his Word. . . , Jo 
IF. There is in every Sacrament a Spiritual relation, or Sacramental Union between the Sjgn and the Thing 


ſignified : whence it comes to PSs t the Names and Effetts of the one are attributed to the'6ther. 
ITI. The Grace which is exhibited, in, or by the Sacraments rightly ufed, is not conferred by any power 


in them; neither doth the efficacy of a Sacrament depend upon the Piety, or 1ntention of hita that doth - 


Adminiſter it 3 but upon the work of the Spirit, and the Word of [nſtitution, -which contains, together 
with a Precept, authorizing the uſe thereof, a promiſe of benefit to worthy Receivers. 

I'V. There be only two Sacraments, ordained by Chriſt our Lord, in the Goſpel, that is to ſay, Baptiſm 
and the Supper of the Lord: neither of which may be diſpenſed by any; but by a Miniſter of the Word 
lawfully ordained. | 

V. The'Sacraments of the Old Teſtament, in regard of the Spiritual things thereby ſignified, and exhi- 
bited, were for ſubſtance, 'the ſame with thoſe of the New.. - | 


| CH AP. -'XXVIIL Of Baptiſm. 
Aptiſm is a Sacrament of the New Teſtament, Ordained by Jeſus Chriſt, -not only for the ſolemn Ad- 
B miſſion of the Party Baptized into the Viſible Church ; but- alſo, to be. unto him a Sign, and Seal of 
the Covenaat of Grace, of his engrafting into Chriſt, of Regeneration, of Remifſion of fins, 'atid of his' gi- 
ving up unto God through Jefus Chriſt, to walk in newnefs of life; Which Sacrament is, by Chriſt's own 
appointment; 'to be continued in his Church until the end of the world. = 
IT. The outward Element to be uſed in this Sacrament, 1s Water, wherewith the Party is tobe Baptized, 
in the Name of the Father, and of the Son,jgpd of the Holy Ghoſt, by a Miniſter of the Gofpel, lawfully 
called thereunto. Fu 9 
III. Dipping of the perſon in the Water, is fniot neceſſary : But Baptiſm is rightly adminiſtred, by pou« 
_ ring, or ſprinkling Water upon the perſon. | 
I'V. Not only thoſe that do aftually profeſs Faith in, and Obedfence unto Chrift, but alſo the Infants of

whereby they are made, as being an Ordinance of God, P_—_ thereupto in-his Ward. 

IV. Ali Synods or Councils,fince the Apoſtles times,whether general,or particular,may err ; and many have 
erred : Therefore they are not-to be mads the Rule of Faith, or Praftice ;, hut to be uſed as 4n help in both. 
V. Synods and Councils are to handle, or conclude nothing, but that which is Eeclettaſtical, and are nog 
to intermiddle with Civil affgirs, which concern-the Common-wealth, unleſs by way of humble Petition, in 
Caſes extraordinary 3 or by way of Advice, for ſatisfa&ion oz Conſcience, 1f ey be thereunto required by
